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Grayling Marine on the 
mend from shrapnel wounds

A 122-millimeter rocket fired 
at Jason Gomez and his fellow 
Marines three months to the day 
sent the Grayling native home 
for Christmas. 

Lance Cpl. Gomez, a member 
of the Ist Marine Division 
Weapons Company, was blow- 
ing off some steam playing foot- 
ball after a day of patrolling the 
Iraqi streets for terrorists on 
October 25 when the rocket 
struck inside the Marine com- 
pound. 

The blast killed one Marine 
and injured 18 others. Gomez 
said the Marines could not hear 
the rocket being fired because a 
gencrator was running where 
they were located. 

“Tt was a lucky shot, because 
they shot at us all the time but 
they never hit inside the com- 
pound and out of the blue here 
comes this thing,” he said. 

Gomez was struck by shrap- 
nel, which hit him in the back, 
hip, fractured his leg and shat- 
tered the ball of his ankle into 
Six pieces. 

Gomez, a trained medic, was 
scrambling to help his comrades 
before the adrenaline rush after 
the blast wore off. 

“IT knew I was hit because I 
was bleeding but I could not feel 
the pain at first,” he said. 

Gomez, a mortarman, was 
wounded just before his unit 
mounted major offensives to

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City cracking 
down on income 
tax evaders 


Twas just days before the end 
of the year, and city officials 
have learned that some residents 
don't have a clue, that a local 
income tax is due. But for those 
who blatantly avoid paying the 
tax to the city, officials have fore- 
warned them they will take no 
pity.

Grayling income tax depart- 
ment officials aren’t exactly 
singing Christmas carols or 
sending out cards to remind resi- 
dents of the city income tax, but 
are sending letters to residents to 
inform them that they have 
to pay the tax levy. 

All persons who reside in the 
City of Grayling are required to 
pay | percent of their earnings to 
the city, and non-residents who 
work in the cily pay 1/2 percent 
on income earned in the city. 
City residents who work outside 
the city are required to pay | per- 
cent of their earnings to the city. 

“We've found that most 
employers are cooperative and 
withhold the tax as a courtesy for 
their employees, but it the 
responsibility of the resident,” 
said Chéryl Jones, the Grayling 
Income Tax Department clerk. 

Any establishment doing busi- 
ness in the city whether they 
have an office or place of busi- 
ness and regardless if it has a 
net profit is required to file an 
annual return. 

Teri McGregor, the City of 
Grayling’s treasurer and income 
(ax administrator, said officials 


are cracking down on people 
who don't pay the tax due to lit- 
tle enforcement in the past. New 
computer technology allows the 
city to identify those not filing 
by cross referencing with the 
State of Michigan's Income 
Taxpayers list. Tax Department 
officials can use names, the 
amount of income, exemptions 
and addresses to determine if 
residents ace paying the city 
income tax. Letters are being 
sent to residents when discrepan- 
cies are discovered. 

“It would be foolish of us not 
to check our information against 
the state fist,’ McGregor said. 

Ordinance violators are sub- 
ject to fines up to $500 and/or 90 
days in jail. There are also: an 
array of fate fees and fines which 
the ordinance allows the Income 
Tax Administrator to assess. The 
fines range from | percent to 25 
percent of the total tax due, 
depending on whether the filer 
was late or trying to avoid pay- 
ing the tax, A finding of “fraudu- 
lent intent” could result in a 100 
percent penalty. 

“T think a lot of people - right 
or wrong - are nol aware of the 
requirement, and its our job to 
make them aware that they need 
fo file the income tax,” 
McGregor said, “I give every- 
one the benefit of the doubt.” 

Voters in the City of Grayling 
adopted the Income Tax 
Ordinance on May 16, 1972. The 
ordinance went into effect on

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Embezzlement case for 
hotel bookkeeper begins

The probable cause hearing 
for a former Grayling hotel 
bookkeeper accused of bilking 
thousands of dollars from his 
employer got off to a slow start 
last week. 

The first day for the prelimi- 
nary exam for Toby Joseph 
Shambarger was held in 
Crawford County District Court 
last Thursday. Shambarger is 
being charged with embezzle- 
ment/agent trustee of $20,000 or 
more, 

Shambarger is accused of 
embezzling $30,802 in funds 
from the Holiday Inn-Grayling, 
where he worked as a bookkeep- 
er from 1991 up until last year, 
according to court records. 

Dean Smith, the general man- 
ager for Holiday Inn of Grayling, 
was the only person called to tes- 
tify at Shambarger’s preliminary 
exam last week. 

Smith said Shambarger was in 
charge of collecting the deposit 
envelopes from the restaurant, 
lounge and front desk for each 
shift at the hotel, verifying the 
amount of money in the 


envelopes and depositing the 
money in the bank. Shambarger 
also received and deposited 
checks from companies or agen- 
cies who used catering, meeting 
and hotel rooms at the hotel. 

In addition, Shambarger 
received funds from Grand 
Traverse Vending as well as 
drink and food vending 
machines owned by the hotel. 

Smith said Mel Lloyd, a night 
security guard who collected 
funds from the vending 
machines owned by the hotel, 
began making duplicate copies 
of sales reports given to 
Shambarger when he became 
suspicious. 

Smith had sales reports and 
deposit slips reviewed by a 
Certified Public Accountant 
before turning the information 
over the Detective Sgt. Tim 
Lenhard of the Houghton Lake 
post of Michigan State Police. 

Shambarger is accused of 
embezzling the funds from the 
hotel between March 29, 2002 
and July 31, 2003, He was arrest- 
ed on January 16, 2004.

Amid continued speculation of 

a “big box” retail store coming 
i ‘the community, Grayling 
City officials are taking steps to 
address larger stores in the city’s 
zoning books. 

The Grayling City Planning 
Commission will hold a public 
hearing at 7 p.m. Tuesday at the 
Grayling City Hall to discuss a 
zoning amendment which would 
address any development over 
50,000 square feet. 

Grayling City Manager Allen 
Lowe suggested planners address 
“big box” stores in the city's zon- 
ing ordinances after the city 
recently settled a federal lawsuit 
with an outdoor advertising com- 
pany. Lamar Advertising sued 
the city alleging their First 
Amendment Right to do business 
in the city was violated after 
planners denied two applications 
for billboards in the city. There 
was no language in the city zon- 
ing books that allowed planners 
to reject the permits. 

Changes to the zoning ordi- 
nance to address retail develop- 
ments suggested by Lowe would 
require developers to: have a 
reuse plan for the property if the 
proposed operation ceased; per- 
form a market study to determine 
if the use is feasible; a special use 
permil would be required for the 
development in a commercial

district; and the developer would 
have to work with the planning 
commission regarding architec- 
tural standards. 

“Any developer coming into 
Grayling will know the zoning 
and sign ordinance better than 
we do,” Lowe said in a memo to 
city planners. “They will also 
know what we can require them 
to do under state and federal law. 
To protect ourselves, we must 
have local requirements in 


place.” 

Continued speculation regard- 
ing a large retail development at 
the intersection of 1-75 Business 
Loop and M-72 continues to 
swirl about the community. 

The recent demolition of the

City explores downtown farmer’ s market plan

In an effort to plant more peo- 
ple and business downtown, 
Grayling city officials are 
exploring the possibility of open- 
ing a seasonal farmer’s market. 

The Grayling City Council has 
approved a $3,695 match for a 
United States Department of 
Agriculture Rural Enterprise 
grant to explore the feasibility of 
opening a farmer's market in 
downtown Grayling. 

City of Grayling and Huron 
Pines ve REBOWTCE & +: 
Conservation Development offi- 


cials have been working on the” 


Uptown Farmers’ Market and 
Destination Tourism Initative for 
the past couple of months in an 
effort to draw people into the 
downtown area. 

“There are a lot of cool little 
shops in the downtown area but 
people just blow through town 
and we just thought this would 
be a pood idea to get them to 
come downtown to spend some 
lime,” said Kathleen Ryan, a 
project coordinator with Huron 
Pines Resource and 
Conservation District. 

If the grant is approved, a fea- 
sibility study will be done and a 
business plan will be developed 
for the farmer’s market, If the 
study indicates the project will 


sand, 


be viable, a small scale farmers 
market would be operated during 
the summer of 2005. 

“Any time you can help pro- 
mote small business, economi- 
cally it will help,” said Tom 
Trimmer, a business cooperative 
specialist with the United States 
Department of Agriculture. “If 
nothing more it will bring people 
downtown.” 

A total of $22,335 would be 
requested to hire a farm market 
manager and purchase equip- 
ment for the market if the initia- 
tive moves forward. 

Kim McClain, a Grayling City 
Council’ member, suggested 
allowing vendors to set up 
booths in one of the vacant build- 
ings downtown if a suitable out- 
door site can not be obtained, 


“It would be a novelty because 


it would be fresh produce right 
from the farm fields,” McClain 
said. 

Doug Meroney, manager for 
the Grayling Uptown District 
Association, said business own- 
ers have written letters of support 
for the farmer’s market. 

“It would be an outstanding 
draw for locals and outsiders 
alike,” Meroney said, “I've been 
in a lot of other places where 
they have had farmer's markets 
and I’ve always found that 
they’ve been very successful.” 


Linda Cronk, — director for 
Michigan State University 
Extension, said Extension offi- 
cials would help promote health 
and nutrition initiatives through 
the farmer’s market. The exten- 
sion gives oul coupons called 
Project’ Fresh through — the 
Woman Infant and Children’s 
program which can be redeemed 
for fresh produce at the farmer's 
market. 

“Anytime you have a sustain- 
able food supply, it’s something 
that is great lo have in the com- 
munity,” Cronk said. 

The farmer’s market would 
help promote :the Wellington 
Farm Park as well as Jim’s Farm 
Market instead of trying lo com- 
pele against the farm park and 
local business, 

Howard Taylor, president of 
Wellington Farms, said he would 
appreciate any cooperative ven- 
tures, but believes it would be 
difficult to draw regular vendors 
to the farmer's market. 


“The farmers in northern 
Michigan are few and far 
between,” Taylor said. 


Grayling City Manager Allen 
Lowe said he believes the city 
may be able to bring more grant 


funds into the community 
through agriculture, tourism and 
Michigan Economic 


Development Corporation offi- 


Library actively trying to recover lost books 


People who abuse — the 
Crawford County library system 
beware, Those who decide the 
book is so good they want to 
keep it forever, or those who 
check out books and return them 
missing pages may soon find 
themselves in court. 

The warning is aimed at peo- 
ple who are chronic book confis- 
cators or damagers, not patrons 
who occasionally forget to return 
a book on time or accidently 
damage a book. 

Currently, library policy 
allows a patron to check out 30 
books and a few people have 
taken advantage of that to build 
their own libraries. By sending 
these cases to the prosecutor, 
Mansfield-Sanderson is sending 
a message that this will no longer 
be tolerated. 

Over the past few years, no 
actions have been taken to stop 
people from keeping library 


books forever, or damaging them

Letters will be written to 
remind the patron their books are 
overdue. If the books are not 
returned, a registered letter will 
be sent. If that doesn’t spark an 
action to return the books, the 
case will be turned over to the 
prosecutor who will decide what 
needs to be done on a case-by- 
case basis. 

Grayling City Police will be 
helping to address the issue by 


documenting and following 
through with complaints. 

Mansficld-Sanderson said, “It 
really shows how important the 
library is to all, when all of the 
necessary entities are so willing 
to work together.” 

Anyone with lost or missing 
books is encouraged (o contact 
the library to discuss the problem 
before the prosecuting altorney’s 
office gets involved, Mansfield- 
Sanderson said, “we are willing 
to work with anyone who is in 
this position.”

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WHEN MICHIGAN _legistators 
return in January to start the first year of 
a two-year legislative term, they will 
find a clean slate. Any proposals not left 
over from the past already have died. 

That's the way it works under the 
capitol dome, although the casual leg- 
islative observer might not think $0. 

According to The Lansing State 
Journal, the 2004 legislature adopted 
more than 500 new laws. The session 
ended ina flurry of activity; on its last 
day December 9, the state senate voted 
on 127 new bills. 

When you realize the new legislature 
taking over in January will introduce 
during 2005 probably 3,000 to 5,000 
ways to change Michigan laws or enact 
new ones, it makes you wonder how 
Michiganians ever could get along 
without an alert and active state legisla- 
lure to protect us. It must be a fulltime 
job. 

It always scares me that things are so 
unsafe and so unfair in Michigan that 
we need several thousand new laws 
every year,

Legislators gone for year; how did they do?

WHAT WERE BIGGIES — during 


2004? The Lansing State Journal list of | 


“notable legislature” and “key action” 
in the legislature ran like this: 

Cigaret taxes were raised from $1.25 
to $2 a pack. The mourning dove 
became a game bird. High school 
MEAP tests were replaced by a new 
Michigan Ment Exam. A 19 bill pack- 
age attacked identity theft. Enforcement 
of child support laws was strengthened. 
Assessments of $300 against motorists 
caught without proof of insurance were 
refunded. Foster parents won more 
tights in adoption cases. Grandparents 
can seek court help for visitation rights. 
Certain types of trash will have tougher 
sledding to be deposited in Michigan. 

“Attention drawing bills” that were 
not passed cited by the capital city 
newspaper included eliminating manda- 
tory helmet use for some motorcyclists, 
higher fees for mobile homes, racino 
gambling at horse tracks. 

All in all, that’s probably an accurate 
listing of key events, both positive and 
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negative, but it’s not very impressive. It 
makes me wonder if we really need 
fulltime $80,000 a year legislators. 

The main accomplishment by the leg- 
islature, however, was simply keeping 
the state in business by patching togeth- 
er state budgets that held up. It wasn’t 
easy, but by using tons of legislative 
baling wire and huge coils of duct tape, 
lawmakers — and the governor — pulled 
enough financial rabbits out of an emp- 
tying hat to survive. 

* * * 

BUDGET PROBLEMS, of course, 
are not solved. They are already here 
again. 

Lawmakers and Gov. Jennifer 
Granholm struggled mightily, both to 
balance the budget for the past fiscal 
year which ended Sept. 30, 2004, and 
then to put together a scrimp-and-save 
balanced budget as the state constitu- 
tion requires for the new fiscal year run- 
ning from Oct, 1, 2004 through Sept. 
30, 2005. 

However, in recent days the state’s 
fiscal whizzes looked again into the 


crystal ball and saw another.big hole in 


Michigan’s financial future. 

After charting budget balancing rev- 
enues for the state just three or four 
months ago, state economists now fore- 
cast revenue shortfalls of $347 in the 
state’s general fund, plus another $119 
million in the school aid fund, with 10 
months to go in the current fiscal year. 
They're going to look at it again in 
January, and the shortfall may be larger, 
but it seems to me the state’s economic 
experts should be able to forecast accu- 
rately more than a couple of months 
into the future. 

Most of the country seems to be 
enjoying a welcome burst of economic 
revival, but Michigan does not, which 
state economists obviously did not see 
coming, either. 

* * * 

“NO NEW TAXES” pledges. still 
hold solid on the state level, and schools 
have been held sacred once more from 
broad cuts in promised state aid, so the 


rest of the budget will bear the brunt of 


more budget cuts to make slate govern- 


ment ends meet. 

State departments have been instruct- 
ed to cut back again, and revenue shar- 
ing payments to local governments like- 
ly will be reduced for the fifth year in a 
row. 

If jocal governments are cut again, it 
will mean that townships, cities and 
counties will have to reduce spending 
which could mean fewer police on local 
streets, reductions in fire protection, 
shortened library hours, closed parks, 
reduced recreation programs, delayed 
street repairs, and other cuts in service 
... or higher local taxes. 

Of course, those would be local taxes, 
which — along with university tuition 
increases and local school millage hikes 
— are not covered by anti-tax promises 
of state legislators or governors.

A new direction at the Commerce Department 


In nominating Kellogg’s CEO 
Carlos Gutierrez, to be the next 


Secretary of Commerce recently, 


President Bush selected a 
Michigander who has a wealth 
of business experience both in 
the U.S. and abroad and who has 
a proven track record of wise 
budget management. When he 
took over at Kellogg’s the com- 
pany faced flagging sales but 
under his leadership the compa- 
ny’s sales rose 43 percent and 
it’s stronger than ever. 

The leadership that) Mr. 
Gutierrez used to turn around 
Kellogg's financial standing is 
desperately needed in this coun- 
try, Which has seen high unem- 
ployment, record trade deficits, 
and an unprecedented loss of 
manufacturing — jobs. Mr. 
Gutierrez will need every bit of 
his experience to mect the chal- 
lenges of this new job. 

We are facing a manufacturing 
job crisis in our country. The 
U.S. lost a record number of jobs 
during President Bush's first 
term, 176,000 of which were 
Michigan Manufacturing jobs. 
Michigan's unemployment rate 
stands at 6.6 percent, the third 
worst state in the nation. 

Unfortunately, this crisis has 
been worsened by the adminis- 
tration’s failure to fund many of 
the programs that could 
strengthen the manufacturing 
sector. The Manufacturing 
Extension Partnership program, 
for example, which helps small 
and medium sized manufactur- 
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ing companies remain competi- 
tive and has led to $8.7 billion in 
sales and helped create over 
100,00 “manufacturing jobs in 


the past four years, faced an 88 — 


percent cut in the President’s 
2004 fiscal year budget request 
and a 63 percent cut in the 2005 
fiscal year request. 

The President also proposed 
eliminating the Advanced 
Technology Program, which 
encourages public-private Ccoop- 
eration and focuses on improv- 
ing the competitiveness of 
American companies in the 
global marketplace. 
Manufacturing jobs pay high 
wages, provide health benefits 
and offer retirement security. 
We cannot afford to lose these 
good jobs or let them leave our 
country. 

In addition to rebuilding our 
base of manufacturing jobs, we 
need to devise a trade policy that 
focuses on opening foreign mar- 
kets rather than employing poli- 
cies that encourage jobs to move 
overseas or tolerating foreign 
barriers to our goods and 
expanding trade deficits. 

During his tenure at Kellogg, 
Mr. Gutierrez managed several 
of the company's international 
divisions, including serving as 
the gencral manager of Kellogg 
of Mexico, the president and 
CEO of Kellogg Canada, and the 
president of Kellogg Asia- 
Pacific. These experiences give 
him a unique understanding of 
our country’s role in the global 
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marketplace, and provide him 
with the expertise needed to help

and create a climate where U.S. 
products would have the same 
access to foreign markets as we 
give in this country to foreign 
products, 

The U.S. trade deficit has 
soared to record levels in the 
past four years. We have a failed 
trade policy as a nation because 
we have not insisted that our 
trading partners grant us true 
reciprocity and we have not 
forcefully implemented our 
trade laws. 

The U.S. needs to fight much 
harder to open foreign markets 
to U.S. goods. In 2003, we had 
a $124 billion trade deficit with 
China, and it is growing, we 
have a large and persistent auto- 
motive deficit with Japan; and 
we have tolerated currency 
manipulation by several or our 
trading partners who have rigged 
their currency values up to 40 
percent below the appropriate 
worth, making their exports arti- 
ficially cheap and thus giving 
their companies a huge trade 
advantage and devastating U.S. 
workers, farmers and business- 
es, 


We can reduce this trade 
deficit by insisting on a level 
playing field with our trading 
partners; by closing tax loop- 
holes that provide incentives to 
businesses to move jobs over- 
seas, and by supporting efforts 
to ensure that China complies 
with commitments it has made 
to the World Trade Organization, 

We also need to adequately 
fund the Trade Adjustment 
Assistance program, which pro- 
vides relief for small and medi- 
um-sized manufacturing and 
agricultural companies — that 
experience loss of jobs and sales 
because of foreign imports. 
These are all areas that would 
come under Mr. Gutierrez’s 
jurisdiction as Secretary of 
Commerce. 

The nomination of Mr. 
Gutierrez is part of an overhaul 
of President Bush’s economic 
team. I am hopeful that his reor- 
ganization also represents a new 
direction for the country, and 
that we are able to rebuild our 
manufacturing sector and 
reverse our trade deficit. Mr. 
Gulierrez’s background at 
Kellogg has given him the expe- 
rience to take the important steps 
that are necessary to do just that.

Peopte with gambling prob- 
lems may benefit from voter pas- 
sage of Proposal |. 

Officials from the — state’s 
Department of Community 
Health and the Gaming Control 
Board expect that it will be 
tougher to get communities to 
approve new operations, (thus 
deterring startups. And thal 
could mean people will be less 
likely to develop gambling prob- 
lems such as addiction, they say. 

“TY would think there’d be a 
greater increase in compulsive 
gambling if the initiative had not 
passed and they opened up nine 
new casinos next to my house,” 
said Eric Bush, director of Public 
Affairs for the Gaming Control 
Board. 

The proposal, which voters 
approved 2,6 million to 1.9 mil- 
lion on Nov. 2, requires all new 
gambling operations, including 
casinos at race tracks, but not 
Indian tribal casinos, to be 
approved by voters at both the 
local and state level. 

“Many people who have the 
addiction say their downfall has 
been the fact that they could 
drive to a place quite easily. Now 
they no longer have to go clear to 
Windsor or maybe Mount 
Pleasant from the Detroit area,” 
Bush said. 

TJ. Bucholz, the communica- 
tions director at Community 
Health, said the change should 
help reduce compulsive gam- 
bling. | 
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“People don’t want casinos in 
their back yards, so if 1s harder 
for casinos to open, that’s good 
tor gambling addiction,” he said. 

The state offers treatment for 
compulsive gamblers under a 
1997 law which sets moncy 
aside for counseling, Bush said, 
People without insurance can go 
to a qualified counselor for free, 
he said. 

“The money comes from the 
lottery, horse racing and the 
three Detroit casinos,” Bush 
said. 

The Jaw created a “compulsive 
gaming provisions fund,” which 
collects about $3 million a year 
that is spent mainly on anti-gam- 
bling advertisements, but also on 
the Neighborhood Service 
Organizations in Detroit, which 
offers counseling state-wide. 

Another tool the Gaming 
Control Board uses to counter 
compulsive gambling in casinos 
is the Disassociated People’s 
List. 

About 850 people have signed 
onto the list, according to Dan 
Gustafson, the board’s executive 
director. They voluntarily bar 
themselves from all casinos in 
the state. | 

The list has been successful in 
curbing some addicted persons’ 
play, but it isn’t the perfect too] 
to stop it altogether, Susiatsen 
said. 

“Like any addiction, there’ll 
be relapses,” he said. “People 
will try and disguise themselves 
to get into a casino, like wear a 
fake mustache.”

Junk cars cleaned up under new legislation 


Secretary of State Terri Lynn 
Land today commended — the 
Legislature for taking action 
against a scourge of urban and 
rural communities - abandoned 
junk cars. 

Land, who oversee the agency 
responsible for titling and register- 
ing vehicles understands the prob- 
lems abandoned vehicles cause 
and has campaigned for revision 
to the law since the start of her 
administration. 

Lawmakers approved House 
Bill 423) date Thursday, which 
streamlines abandoned vehicle 
procedures, freeing up law 
enforcement to concentrate on 
more sertous crimes, It also pro- 
vides the Department of State with 
a role in notifying violators and 
educating the public. Rep. James 
Koctje, R-Walker, is the primary 
bill sponsor.

Under the bill, municipalities 
have the option of using a 
designed agent or company, rather 
than Jaw enforcement, to oversee 
the towing of an abandoned vehi- 
cle from public property. In addi- 
tion, abandoned vehicles are no 
longer required to be tagged, pro- 
viding a savings to local commu- 
ities struggling with limited 
staffing and resources. 

The bill also allows private 
property owners to dircctly con- 
fact a towing company instead of 
the police, to remave the vehicle. 
The towing company will notify 
the appropriate law enforcement 
jurisdiction before removing the 
vehicle from the property. 

Law enforcement retains the 
key role in running the stolen 
vehicle check and providing the 


information lo the Law 
Enforcement Information 
Network. However, the bill 


requires Jaw enforcement to 
inform the Department of State 
within 24 hours of an abandoned 
vehicle being taken into custody, 
The legislation also grants the 
department a more active adminis- 
lrative role by designating it as the 
agency responsible for contacting 
abandoned vehicle — owners. 
Written notice must be sent to the 
owner within seven days of the 
vehicle's confiscation by police.

In October 2003, in an effort 
{0 better distribute funds to the 
nearly 900,000 families in the 
FOC system, the state took over 
county child support operations 

and created statewide databas- 
es. 

The State Disbursement Unit, 
(SDU) was created to provide a 
single physical location in 
Lansing where all child support 

‘payments are received and dis- 
bursed. 

Michigan Attorney General 
Mike Cox also established 
‘Paykids, a public awarcness 

program {o help parents recover 
overdue child support owed to 
their children, It placed 39 bill- 
boards across the state to raise 
awareness of the issue. 

“We wanted to address it ina 
public way,” Cox © said. 
“(Unpaid child support) is a 
cause of huge social and eco- 
nomic distortion in the state.” 


But the transition from the 
old countywide child support 
system to the new statewide 
system wasn't casy, 

Maureen Sorbet of — the 
Family. Independence Agency, 
the child) support program 
statewide, said the implementa- 
tion was quick, but there was no 
other option. Under a federal 
mandate, the state stood to lose 
about $147 million if it didn't 
make the switch, 

“Each of the counties we 
were working with were com- 
fortable with their systems,” 
Sorbet said. “And of course 
there was some resistance to 
going in and changing up their 
systems.” 

In Lapeer County, the FOC 
has been inundated with phone 
calls, flooded with walk-ins and 
has had to refer some clients to 
other cities to collect their child 
support payments, said county 
FOC Director Emil Joseph, 

Joseph said the new system 
was designed too quickly in 
order to meet the minimum fed- 
eral requirements, leaving the 
county to struggle with the sys- 
tem’s flaws. 

“It’s very difficult and there ts 
very very limited input and con- 
trol,” Joseph said. “ICs not 
neatly as sophisticated as it 
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fertiey A. Katalenich, of 
Roscommon, was among 31

Hospital 
Grayling announced it needed to 
raise $2.3 million for a new 
Emergency Department, there 
was no doubt that the hospital’s 
Auxiliary would support the pro- 
The only decision was the 
size of the gift. The Auxiliary’s 
subsequent $250,000 pledge rep- 
resents the group’s largest single 
gift to the hospital to date, con- 
tinuing a long tradition of sup- 
port to Mercy Hospital Grayling.

project to our community. It will 
help us do a better job and will 
help make our hospital the very 
best facility that it can be.” 
Mercy’s four-county service 


area includes Crawford, 
Roscommon, Oscoda, and 
Montmorency counties. 


Population growth, particularly 
among retirees, is putting 
increasing demands on the health 
care system in general and the 
Emergency Department in partic- 
ular. The hospital also provides 
emergency services for the 
20,000 National Guard troop 
members who train at Camp 
Grayling each year as well as the 
many visitors to and through the 
area. 

Construction of a new 
Emergency Department — is 
expected to begin in the fall of 
2005, with completion in mid- 
2007. The hospital is in critical 
need of an upgraded and expand- 
ed Emergency Department. The 
current Emergency Department, 
built in 1978, was designed for 
10,000 patients per year, but now 
serves more than twice that 
many, 

The new department will more 
than double the space designated 
for emergency services, and will 
jaerease the number of treatment 
beds from cight to 14. Also 


planned are three new observa- 
tion beds, improved family and 
patient areas, and significantly 
improved patient confidentiality 
and privacy. Total project costs 
are expected to be about $6.3 
million. 

The Auxiliary will pay its 
$250,000 pledge over five years. 
The first $50,000 raised by the 
Auxiliary each year will be 
directed to the Emergency 
Department project. Any addi- 
tional proceeds will be spent to 
purchase items from the hospi- 
tal’s equipment “wish list.” 

The Auxiliary volunteers have 
been a vital part of the health 
care team at Mercy Hospital 
Grayling since 1911. Today, the 
hospital’s 100-plus volunteers 
greet patients and visitors, 
answer phones, offer comfort to 
patients, and perform countless 
other tasks throughout the hospi- 
tal. Through various fundraisers 
and hospital gift shop proceeds, 
they also raise a significant 
amount of money each year, 
which is always reinvested in the 
hospital. 

On a recent weekend, volun- 
teers rolled dough and assembied 
900 homemade pasties for the 
Auxiliary’s annual pasty sale. 
The volunteers also work hard 
each year on a golf tournament, 


book sales, jewelry sales, uni- 
form. sales and the holiday 
“Lights of Love” tree. 

“As a whole, we are dedicated 
to what we do,” Eldridge said. 
“We are honored to play a role in 
the quality care provided at 
Mercy.” 

For some volunteers, the com- 
mitment to the hospital is quite 
personal. For Eldridge, it is the 
fulfillment of a promise. “When 
I had my second heart catheteri- 
zation, | made a promise to 
myself that if | survived 1 would 
do something good. A large per- 
centage of my life is now devot- 
ed to Mercy Hospital Grayling.” 
Eldridge has volunteered at the 
hospital for nine years, giving 
more than 7,500 hours. 

Auxiliary Secretary Pat Tundo 
is also a committed yolunteer 
with nine years of service. “I 
just love the hospital. I never can 
say no. If they ask me, I’m there. 
I just feel like P’'m doing some- 
thing really worthwhile.” 

Tundo has had firsthand expe- 
rience with the inadequacies of 
the hospital's current small, 
cramped Emergency 
Department. On one occasion, 
she went to the Emergency 
Department with severe chest 
pains. Her own frightening situ- 
ation was made worse by being 


located near an extremely abu- 
sive patient. 

“It was a horrible incident, and 
the nurses were so concerned, but 
they had no place else to put him. 
I’ve had 20 years experience 
working at a police department, 
so I've seen that behavior, but it 
certainly would have bothered 
most patients, They really need 
more rooms and | want to know 
that I’li have a secure place to go 
the next time I need the 
Emergency Department.” | 

Tundo moved to Grayling - 
from the Detroit suburbs and said 
the community is very fortunate 
to have a quality hospital at its 
doorsteps. She volunteers 
throughout the hospital and lis- 
tens to a lot of patient stories 
about their care. “I have a friend 
who was recently just awed by 
the whole process. She had been 
concerned about having surgery 
in a small hospital but she was so 
impressed with everything. She 
has never received such personal 
care at the big hospitals down- 
state.”

Actuarial studies and the 
Congressional Budget Olfice 
contend that covering mental ill- 
ness would add as little as one 
percent to health insurance pre- 
miums.

Potato sales up for 
holidays, but growers 
worry about diet fads 


by Greg Migliore 
Capital News Service 

LANSING - When the hol- 
idays roll around, people cat 
more. And one thing they 
generally eat more of is the 
potato. 

Sales of fresh potatoes 
increase around the winter 
holidays as people make . 
large, traditional meals, said 
Ben Kudwa, executive direc- 
tor of the Michigan Potato 
Industry Commission. 

This helps Michigan's 
economy, as the state ranks 
ninth in potato sales. The 
State's potatoes have about a 
$100 million value at farms 
and about a $600 million 
annual impact when factors 
like shipping and packaging 
are considered. 

"This time of year, fresh 
potatoes are what people are 
looking for," Kudwa said. 

According to the 
Agriculture Department, 
potatoes are the state's largest 
produce commodity in sales 
and volume. If all truckloads 
of Michigan potatoes were 
lined up end-to-end, the pota- 
to parade would stretch from 
Toledo to well into the central 
part of the Upper Peninsula, 
Kudwa said. 

"It's a major volume prod- 
uct," he said. "I guess that's 
what potatoes are known for." 

Potatoes and agriculture in 
general can provide a stable 
foundation for local 
economies, said Chris Long, 
a potato specialist at 
Michigan State University.

Montcalm 
County is the top-growing 
area in the state. Nearly all of 
its production is used by 
snack manufacturers. 
"Agriculture continues to 
provide an underpinning for 
that community,” Long said.

Gaylord, Kalkaska and 
Rogers City are also impor- 
tant growing areas for fresh 
potatoes. 

Potatoes, however, have 
taken a hit from the populari- 
ty of low-carbohydrate diets. 
According to the Agriculture 
Department, a medium potato 
is fat-free and about 76 calo- 
ries. 

"We struggle with a lot of 
the fad diets," Kudwa_ said. 
"We believe that complex 
carbohydrates are good for 
you. They've been around for 
4,000 years." 

Turning away from pota- 
toes is troubling, said Jeff 
Axford, executive director of 


the Michigan Seed Potato. 


Association, which inspects 
seed quality for the state. 
“That's kind of disturbing 
to see from my perspective,” 
he said. "People are eventual- 


ly going to come back. I think . 


around the holidays people 
eat more potatoes. They go 
back to a more traditional 
meal, From my perspective, 
it's not quile a full meal if you 
don't have some potatoes on 
it.”

A bill designed to repeal 
Michigan's mandatory motor- 
cycle helmet law was passed 
by the State House of 
Representatives November [0 
in an apparent bid to take 
advantage of a lame duck leg- 
islature - with 36 House mem- 
bers leaving. The final vote 
was 69-37 in favor. 

HB 4325, sponsored by 
Representative Leon C. Drolet 
(R-Clinton Township), would 
remove the mandatory helmet 
requirement for all riders and 
passengers 21 years of age or 
older, but does not require 
motorcycle riders to carry

Gomez his “fifth son” and is 
pleased to see that he is home 
safely, 

“He’s a proud Marine just like 
my son and they've both been 
through hell and back,” Ryan 
said. 


City cracking down on 
income tax evaders

July 1, 1972 under the authority 
of Act 284 of the Public Acts of 
1964, which allowed citics to 
impose and levy an income tax. 

Up until last year, funds col- 
lected from the income tax had 
been strictly earmarked to pay 
for streets projects, construction 
of curbs and sidewalks as well 
as sanitary sewers and storm 
sewers. 

In 2002, city voters approved 
an amendment to the ordinance 
which permitted city officials to 
use the money to pay for other 
projects such as recreational or 
beautification projects. In return 
for altering the ordinance, the 
city raised the personal exemp- 
tion for the income tax from 
$1,500 to $3,000. Raising the 


exemption means the city col- 
lected about $60,000 less in 
taxes from the $400,000 it typi- 
cally collects from income 
taxes. 

Since June, Jones has brought 
an additional $15,000 into city 
coffers from residents who had 
not been paying the levy. 

“We believe that we will see 
an increase in revenues by 
enforcing the income tax ordi- 
nance and hopefully we will 
make up some of the differ- 
ence,” McGregor said. 

Grayling City Manager Allen 
Lowe said the city could not 
have paid for streets and side- 
walks in the community if it had 
to rely on general fund dollars to 
pay for the projects. 

“Y don’t know of any other 


community in northern 
Michigan that has sidewalks on 
every street or that has streets in 
as good of condition as ours 
are,” Lowe said. 

Lowe said continued collec- 
tion of the income tax remains 
critical as the state cuts revenue 
sharing for municipalities and 
the city begins to replace aging 
water and sewer mains, 

‘We wouldn’t have the money 
for the upgrades that we need if 
we didn’t have the income tax,” 
Lowe said. “When I talk with 
other city managers, they strug- 
gle to maintain the services they 
provide because local govern- 
ment does not receive the fund- 
ing that we used to have in the 
past.”

Crawford County Prosecutor 
John Huss poured over several 
sales envelopes and deposit 
slips during the hearing fast 
weck. 

Terrence Bioomquist, the 
Grayling attorney representing 
Shambarger, objected to the 
admission of the envelopes, 
arguing the document may have 
been tampered with. 

Crawford County District 
Court Judge John G. Hunter 


overruled the objections and 
allowed the envelopes to be 
admitted as evidence in the 
case. 

After about five hours of tes- 
timony from Smith, Hunter put 
a halt to the preliminary exam 
and ordered Huss and 
Bloomquist to exchange copies 
of the hotel’s business records. 
Hunter also demanded that the 
attorneys compile monthly 
reports from the business fig- 
ures rather than go day-by-day 


through the records. 

The preliminary exam will 
continue in February, giving 
attorneys both time to get 
through the holiday season and 
examine the business records. 

Grayling accountant Mickey 
Perez is assisting Bloomquist as 
an expert witness in the case. 

Shambarger faces up to 10 
years in prison and $15,000 
fine, or up to three times the 
amount of money he is accused 
of embezzling.
